After freshening up, he would 
walk about the place with a long 
blackthorn staff, wearing his tropi- 
cal helmet, looking after things on 
the farm. His long beard and fine 
features, still strong and erect in 
his 70’s at six foot four, gave him 
a very patriarchal appearance. 
Grandma Anne Helme (Townsend) 
Cox was so tiny beside him. 


I remember bits of things about 
him—how he had lost a fortune by 
going to the Civil War and was 
so used to sleeping on the ground, 
he couldn't sleep well in bed after 
first coming home. He was a sim- 
ple, devout Christian. He sang with 
a deep bass voice. Some child said 
“Why does Grandpa lean over and 
smell his hat, when he sits down 
in the pew?” 


He was always telling very fun- 
ny stories—that one about the lit- 
tle henpecked husband, whose wife 
made him hide under the sofa, 
under her skirts, when company 
came. He would get interested in 
the conversation and begin to 


emerge, but she would kick him 
under again, until one night he 
rebelled and openly defied her and 
came half out, saying “No, as long 
as I have the spirit of a man, I 
will peek!” 

The one I liked best, he would 
repeat with great unction and rel- 
ish.

He took three pecks of barley 

meal 

To make a bag pudding.

Those were bonanza days. When 
one is young and innocent and 
loves everyone and knows no evil 
nor thinks it.

Great Aunt Lavinia 
singing “The frog he would a 
wooing go, whether his mother 
would let him or no.” How to- 
matoes were first called love ap- 
ples, unfit for eating, and used as 
table ornaments; how you could 
see the malaria rising from the 
swamp in the late afternoon. 

The smell of new mown hay and 
the salt meadows, the light of the 
setting sun on Mill Neck Creek 
and the thick woods opposite, as 
untouched as in the days of the 
Indians, they said. The sun was 
setting. Mill Neck days were com- 
ing to an end, although I didn’t 


know it. How often one looks back 
to an idyllic time like that and a 
lost innocence and love.

The collection contains petitions, 
writs, jury lists, tax assessment 
rolls, New York City vouchers, 
various municipal account books 
from the colonial and early na- 
tional period, wills, inventories of 
estate, administration of estate pa- 
pers, insolvency assignments, com- 
plete case records of the state Su- 
preme Court, the Court of Chan- 
cery, and the Circuit Courts, and 
many other documents. 


The collection also maintains a 
selective reference library and has 
colonial and early national 
newspapers on microfilm and mi- 
crocard. The amount of data avail- 
able in this collection makes it es- 
pecially well-suited for researchers 
interested in urban, social, cultur- 
history. The ma- 
jority of the collection has never 
been used for research purposes.
